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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of group II, claims 54-62, 66-67 and 69-70, in 
the reply filed on March 1 1 , 2009 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) 
that there is no serious burden in examining all of the claims. This is not found
